When this great 
scholar. visited Amertea, he came to 
Andover, not to see her factories, nor 
her schools, nor even her world re- 
nowned theologians, but to see our In- 
dian Ridge,

Doubtless Prof. Wright, when he 
comes, a8’ we hope he may, will tell us 
how the scenery of Andover was fash- 
ioned by the Great Landscape Gardener 
of the Universe, and explain why such 
strcctures as Indian Ridge have so 
much importance in the eyes of the 
learned. For the sake of the young 
folks I may say that Indian Ridge is 
one of those elevations called ‘‘kames,”’ 
from a Scotch word meaning a sharp 
ridge. These kames were formed in 
the great Ice Age uncounted years ago. 
In that age the land north of us may 
have had a greater height than present, 
The climate was much colder. Great 
ice-streams, like the glaciers in Switz- 
erland, came sliding down this way. 
As these ice-streams came along they 
gathered from the sides of their chan- 
nels quantities of soil gravel, stones, 
iarge and small, tons of them. . All this 
material was dumped wherever the 
stream met a climate hot enough to melt 
it, and this sort of a dump created our 
Indian Ridge. 

Among other geologists who have 
made “ honorable mention ”’ of our In- 
dian Ridge is the first state geologist « f 
Massachusetts, Pree, Edward Hitchcock 
of Amherst. While limitations of space 
forbid an appeal in this article for say- 
ing Indian Ridge on other grounds, 
such ns its beauty, utility as a public 
park, etc., 1 will append a suggestion 
from Prof. Hitchcock on geology: ‘I 
cannot but observe here how superior 
must be the pleasure which the geol- 
ogist ‘derives from scenery above that 
of the man who knows nothing of the 
mighty agencies by which the striking 
features of the scenery have been made 
or modified. The latter derives all his 
pleasure from the simple beauty or 
sublimity of the spot. But along with 
the emotion, the mind of the former is 
stimulated and regaled by numerous 
rich and delightful associations. It is 
carried back through immenee periods 
of past time, during which natural 
causes were operating to produce the 
scenery before him ; and he witnesses 
in imagination that spot assuming 
peculiar and widely diverse aspects ; 
and sees how wisely each change was 
adapted to bring-it to its present state.”

In order to arouse a greater interest

but it is more likely it derives its 
name from the fact, that the red men used 
it 4s.a bury ing ground, 

Certainly “old Indian Ridge,” as wany 
chronicles call it, was old lotig before the 
first white man ret foot on its mossy 
banks, if not indeed long before either 
red or white men emerged from barba: ism 

To-day, we are eagerly turning our eyes 
to old things; shall we not keep close 
hold on this venerable portion. of our 
mother earth, which links us with a past 
hoarier than that of Greece or Egypt? 

“But,”’ you say, “old things are not 
necessarily beautiful, — interesting per- 
haps, but the world is growing old her- 
self; she wants beauty, grace, loveliness.’” 
Well, Indian Ridge, before it was marred: 
by the hand of man, possessed all these 
charms, and even now possesses them to 
@ greater extent than»almést any other 
spot in Essex County. From earliest 
Spring when the first shy hepatica opens 
its tender eyes to tije Apfil, sun, to that 
latest winter day yw “4 the tall pines 
bend beneath their weight of snow and 
dazzling ice, Indian Ridge is the delight 
of boy and girl, man and woman, student 
and poet. : 

Do you still further answer that these 
are all sentimental reasons, which will 
not stand a moment befure the fact that 
the money it will cost will never bring in 
a cent of interest, and if every tree was 
cut down, the land would be put in the 
market for building lots, andjhouses and 
shops, and who knows what else besides, 
would help tne town far moie than five, 
twenty or forty useless acres, no matter 
how vld, beautiful, or hallowed even, by 
the great historic dead? To answer 
would be easy, neither would it take long 
to say that the highest authority declares 
that man shall not live by bread alone, 
that beauty, quiet, and natural loveliness 
will actually effect more in the common 
daily drudgery ‘of life, than facturies, 
dams and machines, imperative though 
they are, 

But waiving all that side of the ques- 
tion, look for amoment at what is certain 
to take place in a little while. ‘The old 
railroad” will be sold in its entirety or 
for individual bu!lding lots, and closed:

To the Editor of the Townsman. 


Deak Sir: Will you kindly allow me 
to state some of my reminiscences in re 
gard to Indian Ridge. 

I first began to visit and admire it in 
1828. Dr. Edward Hitchcock, president 
of Amherst College, aroused a new inter- 
est in it when he was preparing his Geo- 
logical Survey of Massachusetts, More 
than forty years ago Richard H. Dana, 
Esq., then at the height of his fame, vis- 
ited the Ridge often and with great de- 
light. His poetic sensibilities were ex- 
cited by it, more than by any other scene 
in Andover. During his residence in 
the town he spoke of it frequently and 
with marked enthusiasm. Since his day 
the town has been visited by many Eng- 
lish and German authors,’ who have 
looked upon the Ridge as a “distinction” 
of Andover—like the “distinction ” given 
to the English and German cities by 
their ancient palaces and casiles. Sir 
Matthew Arnold complained of our Amer- 
ican towns as void of ‘ distinctions,” 
but so long as Indian Ridge remains 
this complaint cannot be made of And- 
over,

Boston, Dec. 2,—The butter market 
continues slow and unsatisfactory, and 
falls to respond to the rising tendency of 
other leading points. While the west 
has advanced 1 to 2.cents and New York 
has gained 1% cents within the past 
week, Boston just about holds its ground, 
with perhaps a gain of % cent on fancy 
lots, 

Buyers, as a rule, refuse to pay any 
higher prices than last week for the 
fresh make, and receivers, knowing that 
the butter will lose in quality after hav- 
ing been kept a week or two, are forced 
to sell at what they ean get in order to 
keep cleaned up, 

For this reason the business is very 
unsatisfactory, especially to country 
shippers, and some of our commission 
merchants are advising their consign- 
ers to send their butter to other mar- 
kets where the quotations are at least 
2 cents higher than here, 

This is a peculiar condition of af- 
fairs, and it may seem unwise to state 
these facts in cold prirt, but it is neces- 
sary to do so in order to give a truthful 
report. A curtailment of fresh receipts 
for a week or two might work a favor- 
able change, and: it would be well for 
shippers to try the experiment. Buyers

Keceipts for butter last week were 
12,953 tubs and 11,872 boxes, a total of 
553,262 pounds, against 628,203 pounds the 
previous week, and 484,377 pounds cor- 
responding week last year. 

This shows a slight falling off as com- 
pared with the week previous, but an 
increase compared with last year. 

The statistical statement for the past 
seven months shows an increase of 
3,030,000 pounds in receipts, an increase 
of 561,800 pounds in exports, and an in- 
creas¢ of 53,500 tubs in the cold storage 
stcck over last year. We still have a 
total stock to draw from of 128,583 tubs,, 
against 75,072 tubs a year ago. 

The statement also shows that the cold 
storage stock is now 53,511 tubs larger 
than a year ago, but the tubs this year 
average about six pounds less than last 
year, so that the actual increase is not as 
much as the figures show. 

A steady market with moderate sales 
is all that can be reported on cheese. 
Buyers are taking small lots as wanted 
at 104% to 11 cents for best fall make, and 
at 9 to 10 cents for fair to good. The late 
October make has turned out rather 
poor, The stock of choice quality’ is 
rather light.

Gifts That Will Please the Good Pastor 
_ Of the Flock. 

A womau who is an artist with her 
needle and contemplates making an ac- 
ceptable Christmas gift to the rector or 
church in which she is particularly in- 
terested may wisely consider the possi- 
bilities of decorating something for the 
adornment of the chancel. A beautiful 
pair of ribbon markers for the Bible and 
hymn book on the reading desk of a 
Presbyterian church «an be made at the 
outlay of only $8. A yard and three- 
fourths of heavy corded silk ribbon 244 
inches wide will be needed. This is best 
a rich red in color and cut of such 
lengths that the markers will hang out 
at least four inches beyond the ends of 
the books. ; 

Ribbon of the sort mentioned costs 65 
cents a yard, andthe markers may be 
finished by gold silk fringe at each end, 
or preferably the raveled ribbon will 
form an appropriate fringe when elabo- 
rately knotted. In Kensington stitch, 
with heavy crochet embroidery silk, the 
work must. be done, the Bible marker 
embroicered at one end with a cluster 
of roses of Sharon and at the other end 
with lilies of the valley. For the hymn 
book a sheaf of wheat and a crown and 
dove are equally suitable, and when the 
embroidery is finished the backs of the 
markers must be faced with taffeta rib- 
bon in a paler shade of red, tacked on 
with light invisible stitches. 

An altar hanging can be quickly made 
by following the simpler of the two sets 
of designs given. This has for a founda- 
tion a goods called cotelean, which is a 
figured Roman satin, and green is the

The lace is a special sort, to be had 
of a dealer in church furnishings, and 
the Japanese gold thread must be bought 
of an importer of ‘eastern goods, First 
méasure and cut the cotelean by the 
altar it is proposed to decorate, bearing 
in mind that every section must be cut 
absolutely square. Cut a paper pattern 
of the crosses, alpha and omega, to be 
used in decorating the upper and lower 
hanging, called the super and frontal. 
By the pattern cut the crosses, etc., in 
gold tissue, handling it very gingerly, 
else it will quickly fray out. Tack one 
of the tissue crosses on to the frontal and 
begin to outline it with the Japanese 
gold thread. This thread must be sewed 
on skillfully with the fine yellow sew- 
ing silk. 

When all the figures are applied, with 
a couple of irons, not too hot, press the 
whole frontal and super, on the wrong 
side, of course. The linen lining may 
now be sewed on, whipping it neatly to 
the satin all around, and then the two 
pieces are ready for the fringe. This 
must .be set on three inches above the 
lower edge of the frontal, so that it 
hangs on and not below it. In deco- 
rating the super of course apply the tis- 
sue figures as on the frontal, but sew 
the bullion fringe on the super’s edge. 

The drawing shows where the lace is 
used in ornamenting the sides of the 
fronta) in what are called orphreys. Ap- 
ply the lace as the design indicates, 
using ordinary sewing silk for the pur- 
pose. : 
How to Make a. Fire Screen.

PAID THE PENALTY. 
Casper Hartlein Executed at the 
Midnight Hour. 


Murdered His Sweetheart Because He 


Feared She Might Marry Another— 
Made Merry With Death Watch on His 
Last Day on Earth, 


Hartford, Dec. 3.—Caspar Hartlein was 
hanged in the state prison at Wethers- 
tield at 12:26 o’clock this morning for the 
niurder of Louise Marie Trebbe at South 
Manchester Feb. 29 last. ‘ 

The execution was the second held in 
the state by the automatic gallows, and 
the method proved to be a complete suc- 
cess, Deatii was practically instan- 
taneous and painless, Hartlein’s neck 
being broken by the fall. Hartlein’s 
demeanor was calm and fearless 
throughout, and the joviality which 
has characterized him since his incar- 
ceration in the condemn.d cage did not 
desert him at the end. 

Throughout the last day that Hart- 
lein spent on earth he made merry with 
his death watch; not a muscle has 
quivered,not a faltering sound come from 
his lips, and though fully realizing that 
he was standing on the threshold of 
eternity, his only comment was that 
time approached too slowly. 

His appetite has remained good, and 
last night, when asked by Warden 
Woodbridge if he desired anything 
special for supper .-he replied: ‘No; 
what you have been giving me is good 
enough.” He spent yesterday almost 
constantly in reading his Testament. To 
Warden Woodbridge he has spoken fre- 
quently of the crime, and expressed sor- 
row for his act, and said he longed for 
death, “‘becatuse I will then be able to 
meet Louise again.” 

At five minutes past 12 o'clock this 
morning Warden Woodbridge, Deputy 
Warden Baisden, Fathers Schneider cf 
New Britian and Lynch of this city, hit 
spiritual advisers, in their clerical robes; 
a few members of the board of prison 
directors, Sheriff E. J. Emith and Prison 
Surgeon Fox, left the warden’s office 
and proceeded to the cage room, and 
upon entering the warden said: ‘“‘Hart- 
lein, your time has nearly come,” and 
proceeded to read the death warrant. 

At the completion the remainder of the 
party withdrew, and the priests per- 
formed the last offices of the church for 
the doomed man. A procession was then 
formed in the warden’s office of those 
who were to witness the execution. It 
included the warden, Sheriff Smith, 
Deputy Warden Baisden and Officer 
John 8. Doolittle, who had to prepare 
the man; Dr. Fox, the prison surgeon, 
and Doctors Bradley and Welden of 
South Manchester and J. Campbell of 
this city, and the clergymeh, Deputy 
Albert Perkins, directors of the prison 
and the newspaper men. 

The party, headed by Deputy Perkins, 
arranged themselves in the execution 
room, and the foremost party went to the 
cage room. Upon his reply. to the war- 
den's inquiry that he had nothing to 
say, and a final shake of hands and 
“goodby,” Deputy Braisden and Officer 
Doolittle strapped his hands, and then 
they entered the execution room, about 
10 feet distant, 

It was but the work of a few seconds 
to strap Hartlein’s feet, place the black 
cap over his head and adjust the noose, 
As he stood upon the platform, and after 
a preconcerted signal; at 12:26, the 
warden’s foot pressed the treadle and the 
body shot into the air. At the end of 12 
minutes Dr. Fox pronounced life extinct, 
and the body was lowered and given in 
charge of the undertakers. 
was in St. Patrick’s cemetery. 

The murder of which Hartlein was 
pronounced guilty by a jury last June, 
and for which he was executed today. 
was that of Louise Marie Trebbe, an un- 
married woman, aged 35 years, who was 
stabbed through the heart on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 29, 1896, at a lonely farm- 
house in South Manchester. Hartlein 
was in love with the woman, and for 
upward of a year had been most per- 
sistent in his attentions. After his ar- 
rest he told the authorities that Miss 
Trebbe refused to become his wife, and 
he was afraid she would marry another. 
To prevent such action on her part, after 
fortifying himself with liquor, Hartlein 
killed the woman,
